Of a 
pane of glass feathered with pines of silvery 
ice, whereon one can lay his spread hands and 
be happy. Of a pleasant ride with Dr Kane in 
the Arctic, and thermometers down, down in the 
Antarctic. 

And how we thought, and sighed for the old 
days, when on summer afternoons, reclined on 
the cool mossy bank, the cold waters from the 
spring under the rock rippled over our bare feet, 
and the coo) breaths of air played tound the 
brow, and lifted tbe hair with its dump fingers. 

Sometimes we grew dreary; now we heard the 
snow sift in delicious music around the windows, 
and we played in the little white drifts that came 
in under the door; we were amid groves of frozen 
lemons, and how blessed wns the clime and hies 
sed were we ! 

Rut tbe wuking tame, und we were panting in 
the desert still and the cool hand wns passing 
over our brow, and the clock, in the next room, 
ticked like great sledge hammers, as if it were 
shaping the hot minutes whirled red and rustling 
from the furnace tire. 

At last the fever begau to burn low, and on 
the fourteenth day it went out, like a dull can 
die. There was no more tOBsiog to and fro: no 
more seeking for cool places, but a languor, a 
weariness, a falling oil' to sleep. The hauds are 
thin, but how heavy they have grown, and we 
lie and wait for new strength. And how it lot 
ters by the way. To morrow we shall rise, and 
the next day we shall do this or that; but to mor 
row has gone, and the next day has followed it, 
and we yet press the pillow. By and by a little 
strength; we are bolstered up; it is a great day; 
we are certainly well again. To-morrow we are 
going on a journey: from the bed to that cozv 
chair just there before the fire. To-morrow 
comes and we set forth. Ob! we can walk — ol 
cturte we can — and we plant our leet — a little 
more slowly, indeed, than we had calculated — 
on the carpet. That is capital ; that is being some- 
body again. We shake off the aiding arm, and 
lake a step. Like a squirrel in a wheel, we have 
set tbe room a-going; we did not know it was 
suspended on a pivot; we will look into it in a 
day or two; and we are fain to sit down upon the 
bed's edge, confessing that we are just a little 
weak yet. We grow humbler and conclude to 
defer the journey awhile; to rest u trifle before 
we set out, and with a good deal of aid, we are 
seated in tbe chair, and looking out at a window 
upon the pleasantest sight we have seen in a 
twelve mouth — the gray, flowerless November 
prairie. Heavy clouds let down their shadows 
upon the foreground, but away there, as fat us 
we could see, the suu was shining so gloriously, 
to like beaven, so like life, and we felt stronger 
as we exulted in its strength, that could o'er 
master a November day, and light up the with- 
ered grass as if the golden Pactolus had been 
over it forever. And so we crept out, as it were 
out, as it were, feebly as a young child, on the 
bosom ol Nature, that never seemed so dear to 
us before, ulthough it was cold and gray, 
yet so full of sleeping life and strength, that 
ahull burst oat by and by, with the (ailing of 
spring rains and tbe songs of uew birds; crept 
out trom the dim room with its eternal corners, 
and its feverish air, and its heavy smell of drugs, 
and its numberless vials with Latin abemina 
(ions; crept out Irom amid the whispered utter- 
ances and the muffled steps, and the low talk 
about you in the otber room you cannot quite 
catch, where everything is strong and free and 
outspoken. 

But an unwearied friend admonishing us, we 
creep back again, and retrace our uncertain steps 
to the pillow, there to wait for more strength and 
greater things to morrow. We will walk alone; 
we will be clothed, as we are in our right mind; 
we will be a man again; we will go to town in 
the cars; we will put in our wonted oar. 

But time still puts us off, as if it were a child; 
there is something not quite right with our loco- 
motion; something obstinate about the joints; 
"the silver cord" needs a little tightening, and 
we must e'en wait until the repairs are com 
pleted. 

There is a luxury in getting well, that cannot 
be told. To feel daily a slight accession of 
strength; a little stronger in tbe fingers; a Mule 
stronger in the feet; a step farther irom thej>ed; 
an hour longer from the pillow; and all the While 
a little tremulousness of joy, and a little tremu 
lousness of fear. It is to tbe frame something 
like tbe coming of Spring to Nature, when we 
are not quite sure it has done snowing; not 
quite sure there is not a narrow breadth ol 
Winter — a "relapse" you know — between us 
and tbe lull blossom; fearing lest the Snowdrop 
and tbe Crocus should close their opening leaves 
"and be a bud again." There is an indescriba- 
ble feeling of new life tingling in the veins, as 
though this machinery of ours were just in pro 
cess of making, and only just now set a going. 
Nature is full of compensations, and this "getting 
well" sot the least of them 

There is something a good deal humbling 
about being sick. If anybody has indulged the 
pleasant luncy that he is essential to the diurnal 
motion of tbe Planet, let him shut himself up 
and be $ick for a mouth or two The world will 
learn in half a day to move on pretty well with 
out him, and in eight and forty hours mav have 
forgotten him altogether, lie will tind that he 
has disappeared from all mundane reckoning, 
even as a cypher upon a slate, beneath the wet- 
ted finger of the schoolboy. The little place he 
filled even as a drop of rain, is occupied by an- 
other, and unless he have rocked something into 
immortality upon his breast, thit shall speak fer 
hiss when he is dumb, and live for him when he 

dead, why then we ask, 

Where are ihe birds laatsaagi 
An hundred year* ago'"* 

Ah! to be the author of that Something, were 
worth ten years of mortal life.

Senate. — Two messages were received from 
the President. 

Senator King presented a petition in favor of a 
uniform bankrupt law; also the petition of Jas 
W. Nye and 105 others in favor of the Home- 
stead Bill. • 

Mr. Lane introduced a resolution providing that 
the Committee on Public Lands enquire into 
the expediency of making tbe 46th parallel as 
tbe boundary between Oregon and Washington. 
Adopted. 

The House bill authorizing the publishers to 
print on their papers the date when subscription 
expires, was taken up. 

Mr. Yulee reported an additional seetioo, to 
the effect that the drop letters delivered in the 
large cities by carriers, be charged one cent post 
age instead of two as heretofore, which was adop- 
ted, and the bill then passed. 

On motion of Mr. Johnson a resolution asking 
the President for information as to the Mountain 
Meadow massacre was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Mason u resolution was 
adopted asking tbe Secretary of State for infor- 
mation as to the proposed diplomatic mission 
from Japan. 

Mr. Harlan introduced a bill to extend the 
right* of pre emption over the unsubmerged 
lands in Iowa. 

Mr. Chandler moved to make the St. Clair fiats 
bill tbe special order for Tuesday next at 1 
o'clock. Lost — yeas 23, nays 29. 

The Homestead bill was taken up and Mr. 
Nicholson spoke in favor of the passage of the 
Senate bill, after which the bill was postponed 
till Wednesday. 

The bill declaratory sf the acts of carrying in 
to effect the 9th article of the treaty of 1319 with 
Spain was taken up and a lengthy report made. 
Tbe bill provides for the payment of tbe interest 
awarded by the U. S. Judges in East Florida as 
part of the satisfaction stipulated in tbe acts of 
163."- and 1834. 

Mr. Toombs said the principal had beeu paid, 
but the Secretary of tbe Treasury refused the 
interest. The question was, should tbe interest 
be paid. He contended that it should be. It 
was tbe practice of all nations in such cazes to 
make payment uuder treaties. He cited numer- 
ous cases and opinions. 

Mr. Mallory spoke in favor ol the claim 
and gave a history of its origin. He urged tbe 
payment of the interest as just and equitable. — 
Adjourned. 

House. — Mr. Moirill, from the committee on 
Ways and Means, reported a bill to provide for 
the payment of outstanding treasury notes or to 
authorize a loan regulating and increasing the 
duties on imports and for other purposes. 

Mr. Sherman, from the same committee, re- 
ported a bill making appropriation for the neces 
sary executive and judicial expenses of the gov- 
ernment for the next fiscal year. 

The committee on Commerce reported u bill 
making appropriations for the lighthouse estab 
meat. 

Mr. Haskin, trom the committee on Public Ex 
penditures, reported a bill repealing the act for 
fortifications at Willett's Point. 

Mr. Etheridge, from the committee on Jjidian 
Affairs, reported a bill providing for the payment 
of depredations committed by the whites on the 
Sbnwneea of Kansas. 

Mr. Scott, from the same committee, reported 
a bill providing for tbe examination of the claims 
occasioned by the Indian depredations in New 
Mexico. 

The above named bills were referred to the 
committee of the Whole on the state of the 
Union. 

The House acted on several amendments to 
the rules heretofore reserved for separate votes, 
and one was adopted empowering tbe Clerk to 
preserve order and decorum pending the election 
of Speaker. 

Mr. Reagan moved to refer the Military Acad 
emy bill as returned from the Senate, with no 
amendment authorizing the calling out of a reg 
iment of volunteers, to the Military committee, 
and spoke in favor of the amendment. 

Mr. Cox made a speech in favor of affording 
material support to the Juarez Government of 
Mexico, saying there is an international law 
which would justify us in suppressing such a 
government as there is under Miramon at the 
capital. 

Mr. Reagan said he wanted the people of 
Texas protected Let those of Mexico protect 
themselves. 

Pending the question to refer the subject to the 
Military committee the House adjourned. 

Let it be remembered, that L. Q. C. Lamar, 
Reuben Davis, Wui. Barksdale, Otho R. Single 
too and John J. McRae, Democratic members of 
Congress from this State voted for McClernand, 
a Douglas man, for Speaker, notwithstanding 
the Douglas doctrine has been denounced over 
aud over again by the Domooratic party of Mis 
sissippi as worse than Black Republicanism!

NMatfl Opposing the I'togicni of Mull. 

The following passage, from Mr. BuckleV 
History of Civilisation, indicates in glowing 
colors the obstacles which the prodigality of Na 
ture may oppose to the progress of man: 

Brazil, which is nearlv as large as the whole 
of Europe, is covered with a vegetation of in 
credible profusion. Indeed, so rank and luxuii 
ous is the growth, that nature seems to riot in 
the verv wantonness of power. A preat part of 
this immense country is filled with dense and 
tangled forests, whose noble trees, blossoming 
in unrivalled beauty, and exquisite with a 
thousand hues, throw out their produce in end 
less prodigality. On their summits are perched 
birds of gorgeous plumage, which nestle in their 
dark and lofty recesses. Below, their base and 
trunks are crowned with brushwood, creeping 
plants. Innumerable parasites, all swarming with 
life. There, too, are myriads of insects of 
every variety; reptiles of strange and singular 
form, serpents and lizards, spotted with beauty: 
all of which find means of existence in 
this vast workshop and repository of nature.— 
And, that nothing may be wanting to this land 
of marvels, the forests are skirted by enormous 
meadows, which, reeking with beat and moisture, 
supply nourishment to coutless herds of wild 
cattle, that browse and fatten on the herbage; 
while the adjoining plains, rich in another lonn 
of life, ate the chosen abode of the subtlest and 
most .ferocious animals, which prey on each 
otber, but which it might almost seem no bu- 
nas] power can hope to extirpate. 

But amid this pomp and splendor of Nature, 
no place is left for man. He is reduced to in 
significance by the majesty with which he is sur- 
rounded. The forces that oppose him are so 
formidable, that he has never been able to 
make head against them, never able to rally 
against their accumulated pressure. The whole 
of Brazil, notwithstanding its immense apparent 
advantages, has always remained entirely until 
ilized; its inhabitants wandering savages, incoin 
petent to resist those obstacles which tke very 
bounty of Nature had put in their way. In their 
country, the physical causes are so active, and do 
their work on u scale of such unrivaled magui 
tude, that it has hitherto been found impossible 
to escape from tbe effects of their united action 
The progress of agriculture is stopped by im- 
passable forests, and the harvests are destroyed 
by innumerable insects. The mountains are too 
high to scale, the rivers too wide to bridge; er 
erytbing is contrived to repress the human mind, 
and keep back its rising ambition. It is thus 
that the energies of nature have hampered ihe 
spirit of man, and the mind cowed by the une 
qual struggle, has not only been unable to ad 
vance, but, without foreign aid, it would tin 
doubtedly have receded. Brazil, the country 
where, of all others, physical resources are most 
powerf ul, where both vegetables and animals are 
most abundant, where the soil is watered by tbe 
noblest rivers, and the coaststudded by the finest 
harbors — this immense territory, which is more 
than twelve times the size of France, contains a 
population not exceeding six millions of people 
Professor Ansted adds to this testimony to the 
effect that the native Indians seem irredeeuia 
ble, and sunk in most wretched barbarism; and 
that there appears no prospect whatever of any 
improvement in the district, since man can find 
do spot on which to commence its operations

Ualtiuork, March 17. 

A gentleman just from Washington says that the 
feeling of the Democratic Committee strongly fa- 
vors having the National Democratic Convention 
meet at Baltimore as it appears lobe impossible 
for tbe large masses of people likely to attend to 
get accommodations at Charleston, even at the 
most exorbitant prices.

The Late Fire in Mobile. — We are indebted 
to the Mobile Evening New* for an extra slip, 
giving full particulars of tbe large and destruc- 
tive fire iu that city Tuesday morning, by which 
the theater, twelve other buildings, and 2,000 
bales of cotton were destroyed.

LoOli Out Delinquents! 

We are informed thnt at the adjourned meet- 
ing of the court of claims ou yesterday, a ma- 
jority of the Justices In attendance directed the 
county clerk to publish in hand bill form the 
names at till those in the county who bare fail- 
ed to pay their county levy for the joar 1659. 
These hand bills are to be circulated throughout 
the county, to be stuck tip at every public place, 
■so that the people may see who are those that 
have not paid their county taxes. This is a nt w 
proceeding in the history of Franklin county, 
and no doubt will cause mitrh talk. We do not 
doubt that there are manv who could if they 
would pay their eonnty levy, but on the other 
hand there are very many who are really too 
poor to pay even that small sum. Is it right to 
intermingle the worthy and unworthy, and pla 
card an honest man all over the country because 
he is too poor to pay his taxes? Is their pover- 
ty to be the means of disgracing them amongst 
their fellow-men 7 We say disgracing them, be 
reuse the efl'ect of these hand bills will only be 
to mortify and wound many men who are 
amongst our best citizens, and to advertise their 
poverty far and wide. We cannot but regard 
this movement of the Justices as injudicious and 
highly censurable 

As the inatter ha* already occasioned some 
discussion, we give for the benefit of those con- 
cerned the vote on the above proposition: 

For the Hind-sills. — Squires Crockett, 
farmer, Chion, Puindexter, and Bailey. 

Against the Hand sills — Squires Cay, Mot 
lis, Bratton, ami Reddish. 

Uinsuus no Defense in an Action ion Kent. 
In a suit for six months rent, tried in Brooklyn. 
New York, last week, the defense of uninhabit- 
ttbleness, on account of pre occupation by a la 
gion of bedbugs, was set up. T.ie defendant is 
a ladv ei(»htj six years of age. The report from 
which we take this account call9 her au "old 
lady," the repot ter supposing probably that th« 
hi£h figure of -'eighty six" would not be suffl 
cientlv indicative ot the length of time she had 
inhabited this "mundane sphere." The defend- 
ant admitted having taken the house for one 
year, but says she had to move out of the house 
again in ten days after she look poaeessiou of 
it, because the place was untenantable from the 
hosts of bedbugs with which it was infested, but 
which were not visible when she hired the house. 
She said they got into and upon the food of de 
fendaul's family, and on the persons of the fam- 
ily and visitors, and ate and bit their persons so 
that it was impossible to sleep or eat; and 
that said bugs were a nuisance, aud rendered 
the house uninhabitable, uuhealtby, aud un 
safe;" and that "plaintifV having known that the 
house was infested and beleaguered ami render- 
dered unsafe by this blood-thirsty legion, let the 
premises lo defendant with fraudulent intent to 
do her injury," etc., and that "by her defensive 
struggles with the aggressive hordes sho en- 
countered, and the cost of retiring before the 
i onqucring forces to other quarters, she sustain- 
rd damages to the amount of $1S.'1 3.1, which she 
would thrown in as an offset to the plaintiffs 
demand." Her plea, however, was not consul 
-if! a valid one in law, and she was compelled 
to pay the rent due. amounting to $183 33. — 
Since the law will not afford protection in 
this matter ihc ladies have no resouree left 
hut to keep a sharp look-out for the vermin 
when they go house hunting, and to shun the 
houses infested by them. 

O" A special dispatch to the Ciuciuuati Ou 
;ftte states that on Fridav Mr. Blair, before the 
Committee on Klectiena, made a strong case 
which, unless it can be met and explained away, 
will insure him bis seat. He showed by the most 
conclusive evidence, that the irregularities, 
fraud and corrupt conduct on the part of the 
judges iu certaif precincts, and the misconduct 
and ballot box stuffing of the friends of Mr. Bar 
rett in others will compel the exclusion of the 
entire vote iu these precincts from the count. — 
This will take from Mr. Barrett upwards of 800 
votes, overcome the majority returned, and give 
Blair between !K)0 and 390 majority. He also 
challenges about 800 or 000 individual votes cast 
for Mr. Barrett, and shows that they were frau 
duleut . This will bring up Mr. Blair's majority to 
nearly 1,000, which his friends claim is less than 
he actually received. The evidence is said to be 
very interesting, showing a systematic case of 
plotting and fraud never before equaled iu this 
country, except in (Kansas The report of the 
Committee is looked for with great interest, and 
the discussion in the House is likely to attract 
the attention of the country

Those to whom Mr. Galla- 
gher is known chiefly through bis poetical writings, 
will Dot be prepared tor the announcement of 
a work from his pen which must necessarily con 
sist in great part of intricate calculations, huge 
columns of figures, records of settlement, details 
of educational and religious movements, vital 
dynamics, steamboats, <-;.nalsaud railroads, laws, 
ordinances and constitutions. But those who 
know him most intimately, are acquainted with 
the fact that he is really an experienced and ex 
pert statistician, aud well versed in the history of 
settlement and progress in the West; and a sin 
gle discourse of his, which was delivered aud
